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COTTONSEED OIL PROSPECTS. 


Our reports from various sections 
of the cotton growing country where 
mills for the crushing of seed are 
located are nearly unanimous in stat- 
ing that the crushing season is prac- 
tically at an end. Seed has latterly 
been arriving slowly and those mills 
which have not already suspended 
operations do not expect to continue 
for more than a few weeks at far- 
thest. The Jetters, which we publish 
on another page, confirm the belief 
which we had already expressed that 
the amount of seed crushed this sea- 
son was considerably in excess of that 
of any previous year. The cause of 
this is not alone the large crop, but 
the planters finding the income from 
their cotton so much smaller than 
expected have harvested a larger per- 
centage of their seed, and in some 
cases seed has been sent to the mills 
by planters who never before mark- 
eted seed, but used the same for fer- 
tilizing purposes. It is uncertain 
what amount of seed is still held by 
planters. Some believe that the 
quantity is quite large, but others 
contend that but little more than suffi- 
cient for planting and fertilizing pur- 
poses has been retained, and the com- 
paratively high prices which have 
prevailed for seed during the past 
season has induced a general market- 
ing of this product, many planters 
being further influenced to sell seed 
by their necessities. 

The condition of the seed crushed 
during the past season compared fa- 
vorably with that of any previous 
year, and compared with last year 
shows marked superiority, both in 
quality and the amount of the 
oil yield. As will be seen by 
a perusal of the letters already re- 
ferred to, in North: Carolina the yield 
showed an increase of about three 
gallons per ton of seed. This may be 
exceptional, or possibly the yield with 
which a comparison is made, was rel- 
atively small. From other sources 
we are led to beiieve that while in 
some sections the yield, as,in North 
Carolina, wes exceptionally large, the 
average throughout the South was 
probably about two gallons per ton 
higher than the average of previous 
years. Of the quality of the product 
of the seed it is unnecessary to speak, 
the excellent average quality of the 
oil marketed this year having been 
referred to before, and is well known 
to our readers. 

The conditions above authorized 
would naturally lead to the expect4- 
tion of an active market and advanc- 
ing prices, but the contrary condition 
has prevaiied for some time and the 
market at present offers no encour- 
agement tv hope for improvement in 
the near feature. The price of both 
crude and refined oil is now as low as 
it has ever sold in the open market, 
with possibly one exception; but, 
quality considered, without any ex- 
ception, prime oil this year being of 
higher grade than at the time the 
lower quotations prevailed. Not 
alone have prices been very low, but 
the outlook is not regarded as 
promising an active movement later 
on, although there has latterly been 
an increase in direct shipments. — 


CONCERNING PLATE GLASS. 

The report that the plate glass job- 
bers had settled their differences and 
had renewed the agreement to adhere 
to prices that would pay a profit, ap- 
pears to have been somewhat prema- 
ture. Itis true that efforts have been 
made, and, in fact, are still being 
made, torenew the combination that 
tormerly controlled market prices, 
but in spite of frequent conferences, 
the jobbers have, so far, been able to 
accomplish nothing. 

It is scarcely within the realm of 
possibility that anything will be done 


in this direction in the near future. 
While everybody agrees that there is 
no rhyme nor reason in selling plate 
glass at prices that scarcely cover 
cost, and every one is more than anx- 
ious to see the market once more on a 
paying basis, the spirit of jealousy 
and distrust of one another which 
permeates this branch of business, 
operates as a check upon a mutual 
undertaking to place the market upon 
a paying basis. 

A number of the larger concerns 
who were parties to the former agree- 
ment to maintain quotations are 80 
suspicious -or, at least, uncertain of 
the good intentions of others whose 
co-operation it is necessary to secure 
and who appear to be willing, if not 
anxious to co-operate, are decidedly 
opposed to entering into any agree- 
ment that will not absolutely pre- 
clude the possibility of cutting. They 
assert that the present dull condition 
of the market offers extra induce- 
ments to those who hold their obliga- 
tions lightly, to cut prices, and that 
so long as such a condition exists 
they are in no hurry to bind them- 
selves to follow a certain course of 
conduct that could only result to the 
advantage of competitors less consci- 
entious than themselves. 

It is probable, therefore, that we 
shall see low and probably unre- 
munerative prices in the jobbing 
market for some time tocome. In 
the meanwhile the manufacturers 
who are getting full prices are per- 
fectly satisfied to let the jobbers 
settle their squabble, so long as it 
does not prevent them, the manufac-

THE POSITION OF COD LIVER OIL. 

Advices from the Lofoden fisheries 
are characterized by the same tone of 
despair which usually pervades those 
reports. Again the fish are reported 
lean of liver, and the figures sub- 
mitted show a remarkable discrepancy 
between the number of livers taken 
and the amount of oil obtained from 
them. The catches are in themselves 
large enough to satisfy the most ex- 
acting, but the yield is paltry in the 
extreme, as 490 hectoliters of oil from 
1,100,000 fish, and 925 hectoliters of oil 
from 1,800,000 fish, go to illustrate. If 
the Lofoden fishermen are not crying 
wolf (as it is believed they have done 
on more than one occasion in the past) 
their reports ought to have some in- 
fluence on the market. But it is diffi- 
cult to know just how much con- 
fidennce to repose in the statements 
from Norway regarding the quality of 
the livers. The prices last quoted in 
the primary markets are fourteen and 
a half to fiiteen dollars, f. 0. b., 
which, with the duty of four and a 
half dollars and the freight charges 
of one dollar, would be about twenty 
to twenty. and a half dollars, laid 
down here. Thisis an advance of a 
dollar to a dollar and a half on 
last week’s quotations, and it may go 
to prove the truth of the reports of 
decreased production. 

As an offset to the foreign state- 
ments about the lean livers, and con- 
sequently the poor yields, itshould be 
borne in mind that there are now more 
people engaged in the cod fishing in- 
dustry than formerly and also that 
the area over which the fish are 
caught has been largely extended. 
Therefore there is no apparent cause 
for alarm on the score of a short sup 
ply abroad. In this market there is 
at present a considerable supply car- 
ried over from last year, which by 
some is estimated to be about two 
thousandbarrels ‘This will undoubt- 
edly have the effect of preventing 
prices from advancing much above 
their present low level, for a while | 
longer at least. 

Itis as yet too early to prophesy 
with any degree of accuracy what | 
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the future may be. Indeed, it .will 
be impossible to do so until time 
reveals the truth or falsity of the Lo- 
foden advices. Should they prove 
true the price of cod liver oil on the 
other side will doutless be further 
advanced; but even then the large 
stock, which in this market has been 
carried over from last year, would 
render it highly improbable that 
prices here would be affected sim- 
ultaneously with those abroad. The 
market at present is abnormally 
quiet and the prices ruling are 
very low, but there would have 
to be a very considerable de- 
cline before the prices of the season 
of 1890 are reached. At that timea 
record was scored, and oil could be 
bought for eleven dollars f. o. b., that 
is to say, about fifteen dollars laid 
down here. Holders, however, do not 
anticipate a repetition of the demor- 
alized condition of the market of two 
seasons ago, and although they are 
somewhat restive by reason of the 
quietude of the market, they never- 
theless look for better things, and 
would hail with gratification any eon- 
firmation of the reports from the Lo- 
foden fisheries.

FEBRUARY PETROLEUM 
TICS. 

The reports of the pipe lines for the 
month of February, while showing 
no feature of an extraordinary char- 
acter, they still exhibit some phases 
that were somewhat unexpected, and 
the report, as a whole, shows the sta- 
tistical situation at the close of the 
month to have been less favorable to 
the producing interest than was pop- 
ularly expected. The increase in 
stocks, although smaller than during 
January, was largerthan the average 
monthly increase during 1891. This, 
to the producers, is a very discour- 
aging feature, as they regard it as 
precluding the expectation of an early 
improvement in speculative prices, 
This increase is due entirely to the 
unexpectedly large daily production, 
while the deliveries have not shown 
the expansion that had been hoped for. 
No important increase in production 
is to be expected during the present 
and next month under ordinary con- 
ditions, owing to the bad condition of 
the roads, which will tend to restrict 
drilling operations. There is, how- 
ever, the possibility of the discovery 
of a new field or pool which may ma- 
terially alter the conditions. Barring 
this contingency, the probabilities 
point to a decrease in the addition to 
be made tothe stocks during March 
and April. As we are now entering 
upon the season of decreasing con- 
sumption the outlook for a change in 
the conditions favorable to the pro- 
ducer are by no means hopeful, al- 
though the depleted stocks in the 
European markets favor the expecta- 
tion of a steady, large demand for the 
product. 

The runs during February amount- 
ed to 2,880,238 barrels, which is a de- 
crease of 63,427 barrels. As the month 
was two days shorter, however, 
this comparison does not show the 
exact relative production. The daily 
average production in January was 
95,500 barrels, while in February it 
was 99,300 barrels, showing the pro- 
duction to have increased to the ex- 
tent of 3,800 barrels per day. The 
average daily runs during 1891 was 
94,500 barrels. The total deliveries 
during February amounted to 
2,439,772 barrels, which is an_ in- 
crease over those of January of 
21.840 barrels—net so bad a sowh- 
ing when the difference in the length 
of the two months is taken into con- 
sideration. The deliveries last month 
also show an increase of 43,000 bar- 
rels over the average monthly deli- 
veries during 1891. The net stocks 
in the possession of the various pipe 
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lines at the close of the month 
amounted to 16,451,731 barrels, which 
shows an increase during the month 
of 549,263 barrels, and exceeds the 
average monthly increase during last 
year by about 45,000 barrels. It was 
not supposed that the increase would 
be so large, and this feature of the re- 
port has had a somewhat depressing 
influence. Another feature of in- 
terest is the statement in the Na- 
tional Transit Company’s report 
showing a decrease of 750,000 barrels 
in the amount of certificates out- 
standing and an increase of 1,311,000 
barrels in credit balances, indicating 
a much larger proportion of oil in the 
control of producers and a diminished 
speculative holding. 


The statement of the Buckeye Pipe ; 


Line Company,giving the statistics of 
Ohio oil, shows an increase in runs 
and a decrease in the deliveries and 
stocks, but not of sufficient import- 
ance to materially affect the situation. 
The runs during the month amounted 
to 1,008,069 barrels, which is an in- 
crease over the January runs of 36,468 
barrels. The total deliveries amount- 
ed to 1,346,541 barrels, which is a de- 
crease of 8,821 barrels. The net 
stocks during the month have been 
increased by the addition of 541,400 
barrels, the total at the close of the 
month being 21,350,912. barrels. The 
situation in Ohio oil, although there 
has been a reduction in stocks toa 
fair amount, presents no features to 
tempt speculative operators and Buck- 
eye certificates continue to be neg- 
lected on the several exchanges. 
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LEMON OIL AND CITRIC ACID. 


The prices of lemon oil and citric 
acid are influenced by the combined 
effects of several causes. In the 
case of the essence, the quality of the 
fruit from which the oil is obtained is 
one of the chief causes referred to. 
For instance, immature fruit contains 
the most oil, but it is not, however, 
the only kind used for the purpose. 
On the contrary,defective fruit—thorn 
pricked fruit, windfalls, or fruit 
attacked by rust—is used to a 
large extent. Good, sound fruit 
is also used, though not so much, as 
we shall see hereafter. The classifi- 
cation of the fruit, however, does not 
alone regulate the price of the 
essence, the locality in which it 
was grown being an _ important 
point and one claiming careful consid- 
eration, as much more oil is obtained 
from lemons grown in clayey soil 
than from those grown in rocky or 
sandy ground. In regard to citric 
acid, also, the locality in which the 
fruit is grown has its effect, for it is 
an established fact that lemons grown 
in the Province of Messina contain 
more acidity thun those raised in any 
other part of Sicily, and the value of 
lemon juice is governed by its acidity. 

Then, of course, the size of the crop 
contributes its influence in fixing the 
prices for essence and acid, while the 
quality of the crop has even more to 
do with the matter; for when the 
fruit proves particularly fine, it is 
more profitable to ship the fruit in- 
tact than to manufacture the essence 
from the skin and the citric acid from 
the juice. Hence it often happens, as 
at present, that a good crop of lemons 
is responsible for decreased supplies 
of lemon oil, and, for the same reason, 
of citric acid. The price of lemon oil, 
owing mainly to this fact, has for 
some time past been advancing, and 
at the present writing the tone of the 
market is firm and steady, with a fair 
demand. The spot supply is very 
meager and prices abroad are quoted 
higher, which facts give reason to 
look for higher prices here. As for 
citric acid, it of course depends upon 
the same conditions as lemon oil and, 
therefore, unless there is some merely 
speculative movement in one or the 
other, 7 o hand in hand, advance 
pg Of declining, ; 4s the case may be. 
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have found it impossible to compete 
with their foreign rivals. 

Another disadvantage the American 
producer labors under is that he has 
no market, at a profitable prices, for 
any but the best brushes he can make, 
whereas the foreign manufacturer 
finds a profitable sale for the poorest 
kind he turns out.There are brushes to 
be bought in this market to-day that 
cost the importer no more than one 
and a half or two cents apiece, the 
duty of forty per cent. included. The 
labor alone on a brush of the same 
grade would cost the American man- 
ufacturer five cents.

ABOUT TOOTH BRUSHES. 


The Japanese being a progressive 
nation, skilled in all branches of 
manual labor in which great patience 
is a prime requisite and a people 
whose temporal necessities are limited 
and cheaply supplied, have of late 
years acquired considerable impor- 
tance in the markets of the world as 
manufacturers of articles which other 
people l.ave found it unprofitable to 
produce, Although at present a com- 
paratively insignificant factorin tooth 
brush manufacture, the Japanese 
promise in course of time to surpass 
the French who now hold the palm 
as producers of those little con- 
sidered, but absolutely indespensible 
adjuncts of civilization. 

Curiously enough the Japanese 
learned the art of making tooth 
brushes from the Americans. The 
first tooth brush factory in Japan was 
established some four or five years 
ago, as the result of a purchase, out- 
right, of a plant that had been oper- 
ated in this country for a number of 
years on anything but a paying basis. 
The fact is that the manufacture of 
tooth brushes has never been a pro- 
fitable business in this country, for 
the reason, above all others that the 
disparity in the cost of labor here and 
abroad on this class of work is so great 
as to place the American manufac- 
turers at a very decided disadvantage. 
That as good if not better tooth 
brushes could be made here as abroad 
is beyond qvestion, but unless the 
manufacturer had secured a special 
reputation for his goods he was no- 
where in the race for supremacy when 
competing with the cheaper foreign 
product. 

Ten years ago there were about 
a@ dozen concerns engaged in the 
industry in this country. To-day there 
are not more than three or four act- 
ively employed in the business. Of 
these one is making a special brush, 
covered ky apatent, the invention of 
a dentist, and enjoying a profitable, 
though comparatively limited, trade. 
Of the others at least three, who at 
one time did a large traffic in the arti- 
cle, have entirely abandoned the bus- 
iness. Another has reduced his work- 
ing force from fifteen or twenty hands 
tooneortwo. The others continue 
to manufacture on a limited scale. 
So-called American tooth-brushes are 
still to be found in the market in large 
quantities, but itis claimed by those 
who ought to know that they are 
made in Europe, generally France, 
and are there stamped with the name 
of an American firm. Infact any one 
who will buy fifty or more gross at a 
time from French or probably any 
other European or Japanese manu- 
facturer, is entitled to have his name 
stamped on the handle. That is why 
some of the larger retail concerns in 
this country are able to sell brushes 
of their ‘‘own manufacture” at prices 
with which it would be impossible for 
a legitimate American manufacturer 
to compete. 

We have said that the chief ob- 
stacle to the profitable conduct of the 
industry in this country is the cost of 
labor. In Europe women and young 
girls are employed at a maximum 
wage cf a dollar a week. In the 
United States the cheapest labor to 
be had costs at least three dollars per 
week. Here the labor is continuous 
and the employer exacting. There 
probably the larger proportion of the 
brushes made are made at home by 
the operators in odd moments 
snatched from other duties. Even 
the schcol children are impressed for 
the work devoting such time as they 
have to spare between studies to mak- 
ing tooth brushes, and thus adding 
a@ few pennies per day to the family 
income. Such a thing is not practi- 
cable in this country and for that rea- 
son the American manufacturers

Part of the oil from Southern Cali- 
fornia bas been transported to San 
Francisco for refining, but the bulk 
of it has supplied Los Angeles county 
with fuel for manufacturing and other 
purposes. Its flour mili, cable and 
electric railways, public institutions, 
hotels and other industries, have used 
crude oil as fuel to the extent of prob- 
ably 95 per cent. of its producing 
horse power, says The Californian, 
and the demand is greater than the 
supply. Two and a half to three bar- 
rels of California crude oil are consid- 
ered equal to one ton of the best com- 
mercial coal used on the coast, which 
indicates a great economy by its use 
at the present market prices. 


. The Dieterichs Oil Company, one of 
the oldest oil refineries in Cleveland, 
assigned on the 12th inst.

The Dieterichs Oil Company was a 
heavy indorser of the Merchants’ Oil 
Company’s paper. It is claimed the 
entire liabilities will not amount to 
more than $13,000, while the assets 
are said to be more than double that 
amount. They consist of $14,000 in 
outstanding accounts and the factory 
which is valued at $14,000. H. H. 
Ford holds a real estate mortgage on 
this factory for $7,000.

Seventy-five years ago I 
appeared on the race-course of life;

read and accepted. 

S.C. Jordan, of Jordan & Christie, 
Bangor, Me., and W. A. Houston, of 
Lawrence, were elected members of 
the club. 

For the Committee on Postal 
Chang2s, Mr. John D. Morton re- 

orted that since the last mceting he 
had been in Washington, and in com- 
pany with Mr. Charles E. Adams, a 
member of the club, and the Presi- 
dent of the Massachusetts State Board 
of Trade, and also in company with 
some New York gentlemen, he had 
appeared before the Committee on 
Post Offices and Post Roads, and had 
presented their case. The committee

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The Cottonseed Crushing Season. 


Advices as to the close of the cot- 
tonseed crushing season appeared to 
differ so widely, as reported in trade 
circles here, the Reporter determined 
to get at the truth, and with that end 
in view addressed letters to the prin- 
cipal mills in the South, replies from 
a large proportion being received, 
showing tha! the crushing season is 
now practically at an end. Follow- 
ing are extracts from the replies of a 
number of the mills located in differ- 
ent sections, sufficient to indicate the 
condition of the crushing industry : 


GREENWOOD, Miss., March 9, 1892. 

Mills in this section stopped run- 
ning except two—they will — 
run one month longer. No seed coming 
in, Do not think mills will run after 
closing down.Future outlook gloomy. 


Yazoo City, Miss., March 8, 1892. 

We can only answer for our immed- 
iate mill; we expect to run till after 
middle of May. Seed has been coming 
in quite freely, in fact our receipts 
have been larger than ever before. 
We will not make any supplementary 
run. If the price of  Seaege holds up 
we will do fairly well. 


VickssurG, Miss., March 8, 1892. 

In reply to your first inquiry, the 
runs of mills in this section are much 
longer in the average, due to several 
causes well known to yourself; how- 
ever, we hardly think there will be 
any mills running after May the 
ist. Seed has moved very freely 
since January lst, and we are of the 
opinion that seed has been marketed 
much more freely than in former 
years, due to the fact that it has com- 
manded the highest prices ever 
known, taking into consideration the 
—~ and prices of oil mill pro- 

ucts, and the necessities on the part 
of planters to turn into cash eve 
thing available to make up the deficit 
caused by the low price of cotton. 
The future outlook, we are inclined 
to believe, should be good, as there is 
sufficient demand, we believe, at a re- 
munerative price to consume the en- 
tire output of the mills. However, 
this will entirely —— upon the 
action of the larger mill owners oper- 
ating in the entire cotton section. 


New Orveans, March 8, 1892. 
There is an abundance of seed still 
remaining in the country, and we 
think most of the mills will run for 
some time to come. If their policy 
was a little more liberal it would 
bring out a decidedly greater quan- 
tity of seed. Owing, however, to the 
low prices i1uling on cotton many 
people have been shipping seed this 

year who have never sold it before. 


Seta, ALA., March 9, 1892. 

Would state that the mill in this 
place will close down the last of this 
month. Seed coming in very slow. 
The probabilities are that the mill will 
net be started before the latter part 
of August or first of September. Am 
not advised as to the operation of 
other mills. 


Huntsvitxe, ALA.,March 7, 1892. 
This mill is not running at present; 
and it is impossible, now, to sa 
whether seed supply will furnis 
quantity enough for a run later on. 


Wesr Pornt, Ga., March 10, 1892. 
_ Our mill finished up about middle 
of February. Nostock of seed, and 
none being marketed. Will not run 
any more till next season. Result of 
season, satisfactory. Only stock on 
hand 60 bbls oil and 60 bgs, linters. 


Savanna, Ga., March 7, 1892. 

In reply to your favor March 5th., 
beg to say that this mill has only 
about a week’s run of seed on 
hand, and no prospects of a further 
run during the season. With present 
prices of oil and meal I anticipate 
small sales of seed after planting 
season. 

Houston, Tex., March 9, 1892. 

The millsin oursection have all been 
shut down some time. The Southern 
closed down December 20, the Na- 
tional or American about February 10, 
and the only mills that are running, 
may be a few small mills in north 
Texas. Weare almost through our 
run. There will be no more seed 
marketed this season to amount to 
anything. You might say the crush 
was over, which has been the largest 
ever made in Texas, and, strange to 
say, thatin view of the low price of 
oiland small demands there is very 
little oil in the hands of mill men in 
Texas. Scarcely any, which looks 
rather encouraging. No doubt we 
shall see a better market during April, 
ser and June, a time when the oil 
mills will have nothing to offer. Of 


course, our salvation is that the low 
ay of oil will cause its consump- 
ion to increase and open up new uses 
forsame. A comparative failure ip 
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the cotton crop another season would 
be as advantageous to the oil industry 
as it would be to the grinders of the 
staple. Texas never comes in fora 
second run like the Mississippi sec- 
tion, for instance. From February 10 
last season a to August 10 we had 
only received 500 tons of seed—three 
days run. 


Mempuis, Tenn., March 9, 1892. 

Some of the mills have shut down 
already, and none of them have seed 
on hand sufficient: to run them, full 
time, more than 15 or 20 days. Seed 
is coriug in very slowly; crop about 
exhausted, though some little will 
come in after planting, when the 
mills will niake a short run. 


Mempais, Tenn., March 14, 1892. 

Some of the mills in this section ex- 
pect torun until rather late in the 
season, while others will close down 
very soon, in fact some have already 
closed, and others will follow the lat- 
ter part of this month or early next. 
Seed is coming in very slow,anid thére 
is not much more in sight, in fact the 
mills are making no effort whatever 
to obtain seed, and as the price has 
been reduced, we think but very little 
more will come in until, probably, af- 
ter planting. The low pricesfor the 
product have compelled the mills to 
persue this course, amd they are now 
be indifferent sellers of the product. 
anticipating higher figures later on 
in the season. 

CHARLESTON, S. C., March 7, 1892. 

The mills in our State are shutting 
down for this season, very few are 
running, and will soon be out of seed.

More than one-half of the oil mills 
in this state have shut down, some of 
them may run a few days again, but 
the run will not average a week. Very 
little seed for sale—do not know of a 
whole car load. We think the outlook 
for oil mills is not flattering, but that 
the small independent mills will hold 
their own. 


Go.psBoro, N. C., March 7, 1892. 
The movement of seed is about over 
in this section, and some of the mills 
are shut down and others will prob- 
ably finish this month. Wewill prob- 
ably run 60 days. 


TarBoro, N. C., March 9, 1892. 
Of the four oil mills in this county 
the ‘“‘Tarboro’”’ and “Swift Creek” 
have already shut down, and will not 
run any more this season. “Shiloh” 
will run a week or so more and 
“Conetoe” about three weeks. We 
have about ground up the seed 
in this section. The cotton acreage 
will be reduced in this county one- 
third,— perhaps one-half—but we 
hope there will be as much cotton 
made as the last season, because we 
did not make one-half crop last year. 
As to the outlook, that depends on the 
price of oil, meal and seed. The seed 
this year was very good, making 
three gallons or more oil to the to 
than last season. . 





Recent Treasury Decisions. 
ETHERS, HYDROBROMIC, ETC. (1883), 


In the matter of the protest of The- 
odore Weicher, against the decision 
of the collector of customs at New 
York as to the rate and amount of 
duties chargeable on certain ethers, 
hydrobromic, etc., imported per Sla- 
vonia, July 22, 1890, the following is 
the opinion by General Appraiser 
Wilkinson :— 

The goods are ethers. They were 
assessed for duty at $1 per pound, 
under the provision of T.I., 116, act 
of March 3, 1883, for ethers of all 
kinds not pecans provided for, and 
are claimed by the appellant to be du- 
tiable only at 50 cents a pound, under 
T. I., 118, as medicinal ethers. 

T. I., 118, provides for medicinal 
ethers of which alcohol is a compo- 
nent part. The importer admits that 
the ethers in question do not contain 
alcohol, but he alleges that no ethers 


Q. 

The Board does not feel called upon 
to inquire what ethers contain alco- 
hol. In the present case we find that 
the merchandise does not contain al- 
cohol, and it is consequently not pro- 
vided forin T. I., 118, as claimed by 
the importer. 

The decision of the collector is here- 
by affirmed.

acter. I would respectfully call your 
attention to synoptical decision 10,60, 
as having a potent bearing upon the 
articles subject of this protest, said 
synopsis covering a decision of the 
Supreme Court, which had under con. 
sideration a question involving the 
classification of philosophical and sei. 
entific apparatus, which were . 
nated as instruments of various 
used in the arts or in laboratories, 
They were held to be dutiable as man- 
ufactures composed = or in part 
of metal, or us philosophical appara- 
tus and instruments, under the stat- 
ute of 1883. It will be observed in the 
rule laid down in said decision of the 
Supreme Court that thermometers 
mounted on glass, ordinary thermon- 
eters mounted on wood, maximum 
and minimum thermometers for re- 
cording temperatures, _ laboratory 
thermometers unmounted, used for 
scientific purposes, hydrometers used 
for obtaining specific gravity bby 
uids, none of the above were . 
fied as chemical glassware, which the 
act of 1883 provided for fn paragraph 
143. Under the present law, actof 
October 1, 1890, there being no provi- 
sion for philosophical instruments or 
apparatus in the dutiable list other 
than such as are imported for the use 
of societies and colleges, this office 
was necessarily confined to a classifi- 
cation of the merchandise acco 
to component material of chief value, 
and being strictly known as scientific 
apparatus, or instruments manufac 
tured of glass, they were consequently 
dutiable at the rate of 60 per cent, ad 
valorem, under paragraph 108. 

We find as a fact that the merchab- 
dise is not chemical glassware, and 
the protest is overruled accordingly. 

It is proper to say that in the case 
of the chemical thermometers 
on in G. A. 941 the appraiser at Phila- 
delphia conceded the claim of the im- 
porters that the raerchandise was 
chemical glassware, and the attention 
of the Board was not specially . 
to the points raised by the collecto 
at Boston. A further consideration 
of the question leads to the cone. 
sion that the ruling on G.A. : 
should be modified to accord with 
decision in the present case.

than an improvement of quality, for. 
eign silvering quality is bound to 
hold this market. ‘ 

The tariff, which is levied on sizes, 
regardless of quality and degree of 
polish, is anything else than “protec. 
tive.’”’ American manufacturers can. 
not be expected to meet foreign gil- 
vering quality, which pays a duty of 
8 cents up to 24x30, and 25 cents per 
foot up to 24x30, when glazing sizes 
above these are protected to the 
amount of 60 cents per square foot, 


It would seem as if there were 
enough profit margin in the plate 
glass business to give jobber and 
dealer sufficient margin to pay them 
for pushing the product more ener- 
getically into heretofore uncovered 
markets. The jobber’s demand for 
fair treatment and just reward is 
given additional weight when it is 
considered that the men whose en- 
tire experience in the plate glass in- 
dustry dates back but a few brief 
years, and consists of desk lore and 
clerical knowledge, while the men at 
the head of the great distributing 
houses in the commercial centers have 
growngray in the business which 
they have followed more than a quat 
ter of a century.—Potteru and Glas 
ware Reporter.

St. Louis Paint Market 
(Special to the RepoRTER.] 

White Lead.—This week the con- 
suming demand has scarcely reached 
the expectations of the trade, and no 
improvement in the situation can be 
chronicled. The manufacturers are 
provided with large stocks, in antici- 
pation of a good demand, and quota- 
tions are firm and uniform through- 
out this territory. Red lead and 
litharge meet with the usual inquiry. 

Dry Colors.—Reports indicate that 
this class of goods has displayed a 
trifle more life this week than last, 
but the volume of business disposed 
of, was curtailed by the unpropitious 
weather. Dealers say that nothing is 
more sensitive to meteorological in- 
fluences than the trade in dry colors, 
Among the articles that deserve men- 
tion this week, are Venetian reds and 
the leading biue pigments. 

Mixed Paints.—Aithough trade pros- 
pects in this department are bright 
and the week’s business has been 
seasonably good, a large proportion 
of the grinders and dealers think that 
more activity should be manifesting 
itself by this time, but it is confi- 
dently expected that a general im- 
provement will set in very shortly. 

Pig Lead.—The better situation 
which existed at the beginning of the 
month has given place to dullness, 
and lower values and operators this 
week display more than common cir- 
cumspection in their dealings. The 
consumption keeps up to a proper av- 
erage. but buyers are evidently de- 
termined not to inerease their stocks 
beyond probable requirements for the 
season. Trading commenced at $3 95 
and remained at that figure for sev- 
eral days, but finally a weaker under- 
tone set in which had the effect of 
lowering quotations to $3 92% and at 
the close the outlook was rather unfa- 
vorable. The week’s statistics em- 
brace the following exhibit: Receipts 
33,335 pigs compared with 34,127 last 
week, making the total arrivals this 
year to date 328,642 pigs as against 
348,130 during the corresponding pe- 
riod last year. The shipments from 
this market compare as follows: This 
week 20,442 pigs, last week 22,196 and 
since January Ist, 223,125 pigs, against 
198,339 for the like period in 1891. . 

Lead Ore.—Consivering the recent 
unfavorable conditions of the weather 
the production of ore this week was 
quite heavy, especially at the mines 
in the immediate vicinity of Joplin. 
The market remains unchanged and 
lead ore found ready purchasers at 
$47 per ton. The total output of lead 
and zine ores for the week, at the var- 
ious mines in southwest Missouri 
arnounted to $82,528.54.

Results of the Indigo Season. 


In their annual review of the indigo 
season which closed in February, 
Messrs. F. W. Heilgers & Co., of Cal- 
cutta, state that it was evident as 
early as last June that crops from 
Behar and Bengal would be large ow- 
ing to sufficient and timely rains com- 
pleting the splendid prospects of prev- 
lous soWiugs with uncommonly good 
moisture. Rains were deficient up to 
August in the Northwest and in Ben- 
ares, which come up to average in 
both districts. Benares might have 
attained a higher figure, had it not 
been for the repeated flights of locusts, 
which threatened and affected the 
crops in the whole of India from June 
to September, but actually did serious 
damage in this province only. In 
Bengal and Behar the ravages proved 
exaggerated, the total damage done 
by locusts finally amounting to a few 
hundred maunds of indigo only. 

The cutting and working of plant 
was favored by exceptionally good 
Western, both in Bengal and Behar, 
by which the Behar Tocnttes espec- 
ially profited in quality and quantity. 
The ‘“‘Boiling’’ samples of Behar gen- 
erally promised a very fair out-turn 
as regards quality and the actual re- 
sult was still superior to the expecta- 
tions, this district containing a large 
proportion of fine, especially in fine 
violet or reddish violet kinds. Qual- 
ities of a decided red color were con- 
spiciously deficient, even in the Kcon- 
ties red violet being prevalent with 
very little strong red and coppery. 
Defective and drossy kinds were very 
scarce and more reddish violet than 
of aredcolor. Nevertheless there can 
be no doubt about the richness of the 
pesees from this district, the color 

eing very bright and the paste very 
soft, though containing a rather large 
proportion of wavy and rough. 

_ Lower Bengal gave a much super- 
ior produce than it had done of fate 
years. There were again several 
parcels of fine and the average was 
good middling, tender and shapely, 
with very little defective, drossy and 
copper. Here also the red qualities 
were very scarce. The greatest suc- 
cess was Purneah, which gave 
splendid produce and fetched through- 
out the season better prices that either 
Bengal or Behar of similar quality. 
Benare kinds were rather below the 
average, but superior to last year, 
containing a large proportion of

This state of thin 
lasted until the end of December 
when a sudden demand sprang u 
from various parts cansing all quail 
ties to experience a rise of Rs. 5 to 10 
every week, which lasted until the 
last chest had been disposed of, 
About 9,000 maunds have beep 
shipped to London by those planters 
who aim at killing the Calcutta mar. 
ket by underselling it in London and 
thus diverting the unwilling buyers 
to the London market. They standa 
fair chance of being disappointed 
should the next crop, the prospects 
ot which are said to be equally bad in 
Behar and Bengal, further develo 
under favorable circumstances, If 
the consumption keeps up absorbing 
an average quantity of present stocks 
and the next crop proves so much 
smaller, than the one under review, it 
might be feared that the supplies 
next year be inadequate to the de. 
mand and to meet this eventuallity 
an advance on present prices might 
be worked up which would bring in- 
digo rates to a basis where the hydra 
of substitutes might again lift its 
dreaded head. The crop was disposed 
of in thefollowing manner viz: 19,200 
mds. were placed ME scgee > on the 
spot, 119 500 mds. were sold by “public 
auction,’’ and 8,391 mds. were —e 
on “planters account” leaving about 
700 mds. mostly Ghads in stock.

The course of the market during the 
past week has shown the effect of the 
_— line statements, whose bearish 
eatures have not been negatived by 
a decreased production. It was be- 
lieved by many that although there 
was a large addition to the stocks 
during last month the production 
during March would decrease, and 
that tkerefore any decline on 
account of the pee line _ state- 
ment alone would probably _ be 
followed by a sharp reaction. The 
first half of the month, however, does 
not show the falling off in production 
predicted, althou there is a de- 
crease; but, on the other hand, the 
deliveries averaged somewhat higher, 
which makes the difference smaller, 
being only about 7,000 bbls., which 
would indicate an increase in stocks 
during March of about 250,000 bbls. 
The field developments during the 
remainder of the month may 
alter the conditions. however, and it 
is therefore too a to speculate as 
to the probable statistical position or 
April1. The reports from the fields 
indicate a determination on the part 
of operators to push drilling operations 
with vigor, ae that the 
roads arein execrable condition and 
the price of oil is very low. What- 
ever the field or statistical conditions, 
trading does not improve, and it will 
apparently require something akin to 
a revolution in the entire business to 
induce a fair speculative movement. A 
sale of Buckeyes was effected on Tues- 
day, the first in weeks, but the price 
realized varied but little from 
the last sale, previously recorded. 


The transactions during the past week 
show an,“increase over those of the 
previous week, the sales footing up 
138,000 bb1s(134,000 N. T. and 4,000 B.) 
against 75,000 bbls for the preceding 
week. The clearances of the local ex- 
change amounted to 432,000 bbls, 
against 272,000 bbls during the pre- 
at week. The total clearances re- 
ported for the other two exchanges 
amounted to 5,020,000 bbls, against 
1.424,000 bbls for the preceding week. 
The highest price of the week was re- 
corded on Monday, when 59%e was 
reached. The lowest point of the 
week was 56%c, and was touched on 
Thursday. The opening price last 
Monday was 59c, and the close this 
noon was at 56%c, showing a luss 
of 24c as the result of the week's trad- 
ing, while the extreme range of fluct- 
uations for the week was 2%c. The 
highest price for Buckeye certificates 
Was lic, reached on Tuesday, and 
the lowest was 14%%c, touched on Mon- 
day. The opening price last Mon- 
day was 14\%c and the close this noon 
was l5dc, showing a gain of %e 
for the week under an extreme range 
of variations of %c. 

One of the most peculiar features of 
the field which has been developed 
for a long time occurred at Hussler, 
Davis & Bott’s No. 2,on the Boyce 
farm in southwest McCurdy. Near! 
two weeks ago it was drilled throug 
the fifth sand, which was found to be 
hard and dry and almost devoid of 
oil. They put in a 40-quart shot, 
and soon after the well began to 
flow and was soon putting out 
20 barrels an hour. Pebbles the 
size of peas were dumped into the 
tank, and the well gave every indica- 
tion that it will be a big Sere. 
The sapeeeer is that the drill went 
through a hard spotin the sand on 
the edge of a good pay? streak which 
was opened by the shot. New work 
in the field is being pushed as much 
as the weather and the state of the 
roads will permit. Patterson and 
Jones are drilling six wellsin the Mc 
Curdy end of the field. Their No.5 
Shaffer and No. 8 Kelso were 1,950 
feet, and will be in the fifth 
sand early this week. There No. 
8 on the old McCurdy farm is 
drilling at a depth of 1,300 feet. 
Shaffer No. 5 is down 1,500 feet; 
French No. 2 is 600 feet deep, and No. 
lon the Torrence is down 500 feet. 
Greenlee & Forst have six wells drili- 
ing and are building three rigs near 
Noblestown. Their No. 1 on the Mc- 
Murray farm is down-1,600 feet. No. 
1 McGrady and No. 1 on the No.2 
Marshall lease are each at a depth of 
1,500 feet. They dropped the casing 
a couple of hundred feet in No. 1 Pot- 
ter, and were fishing for it. At their 
Nv. 1 on the National Ceal Com- 
pany’s property, located just east of 
Brown, Robinson & Co.’s well, they 
were fishing for u bit, at a depth of 
1,600 feet. ‘They are building rigs for 
Nos. 1 and 2 on the Marshal and Chal- 
fant property, and for No. 2 on the 
National Coal Company sland. The 
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Alleghany Oil Company started to 
build a rig on a town lot, located 
not more than 200 feet east of 
Guffey & Co.’s No. 1, on the 
Mankedick farm at Willow Grove 
The Willow Grove Oil Co. is build- 
ing a _ No. 3 on the Mankedick 
farm. e production of the field was 
24,500. The hourly fauges were as 
follows: Mztthews No. 3, 35; Jen- 
nings, Guffey & Co.’s Herron No. 4, 
50; Guffey and Queen’s No. 1 Samuel 
Wetmore, 20: evonian Oil Com- 
pany’s Nos.1 and 2 Boyce, 30; Oak- 
dale Oil Company’s No. 2 Morgan 
heirs, 20; Nos. 2 and 3 Baldwin, 40;

Whatever unfavorable conditions 
other branches of the petroleum in- 
dustry may present the export busi- 
ness continnes satisfactory and gives 
promise to continue active later this 
year than in years previous, as yet 
there being no indications of a de- 
crease in demand such as ordinarily 
sets in —_o spring. The demand 
for refined has been steady, although 
the aggregate quantity engaged has 
not been large, and several tank ves- 
sels requiring cargo have brought the 
total engagements up to about 130,- 
000 bbls.

Commercial Fertilizers in the South. 


The Charleston News and Courier 
recently published an article on the 
shipments of fertilizers from that city 
which appears to have caused mis 
apprehension as to the facts, although 
the statements were correct. To cor- 
rect the erroneous impressions, Mr. 
Frank E. Taylor sent the following 
letter, which was printed in the News 
and Courier last week : 

“In this article the statement was 
made that the shipments of fertilizers 
this season by the South Carolina 
Railway was in excess of those of the 
season of 1891 up to a given date. 
That up to the 23d of February, 1891, 
this road had hauled 1,818 carloads 
of fertilizers, while up to the 23d of 
February, 1892, this road had hauled 
1,953 carloads, making an excess of 
135 carloads for this season. Fur- 
ther, that it was anticipated that this 
number would be largely increased 
by the end of the presedt month, Feb- 
ruary. On March 3 an interview was 
reported in your columns with Mr. 
Emerson, of the Atlantic Coast Line, 
in which he was reported to have said 
that the fertilizing business during 
January had fallen off very appreci- 
ably from former years, but that since 
the 1st of February there had been a 
marked revival, and that from Febru- 
ary 1 up to the date of the interview 
the business done in fertilizers would 
compare with former years, etc. 

Statements such as these. however, 
honestly made, create,in the first place 
a very wrong impression in regard to

the staple. Any correction that you 
have made of this statement does not 
seem to have impressed them, pos- 
sibly on account of the fact that it 
may not have been sufficiently prom.

than last year? And yet at the 
present writing, from reliable statis- 
tics, this decrease appears to be a 
coming fact. Messrs. Hubbard, Price 
& Co., in their circular of February 
29th., writes as follows: 

‘‘According to the Charleston News 
and Courier ofthe 26th inst., the ship- 
ments of fertilizers from Charleston 
from the ist of January to the 23d of 
February exceed those for the corres- 
ponding period of last year by 135 car- 
loads. Whether this excess of ship- 
ments is due to the increased use of 
phosphate fertilizers as compared 
with others we cannot determine, but, 
in view of the fact from most other 
points a decreased consumption of 
fertilizers is reported, this excess in 
the Charleston movement is surpris- 


ing.”’ 

On the 2d of March these gentle- 
men, having obtained further infor- 
mation from their Charleston corre- 
spondent, write as follows: 

“Our Charleston correspondent, in 
reply to our inquiry regarding the 
movement of fertilizers from that city, 
telegraphs us as follows: ‘Fertilizer 
figures f10m the beginning of the sea- 
son to the end of February show that 
the South Carolina Railway is 1,200 
cars behind last year; the Charles on 
and Savaunah Railway, to the end of 
January, is 1,300 cars behind last 
year; the Northeastern Railroad can- 
not give exact figures, but is a good 
deal behind last year. The News and 
Courier’s tigures of the 26th were only 
for the first twenty-three days of Feb- 
ruary.’”’

Pot occurs to me, therefore, that 
these statistics are so plain that it 
will be clearly understood by even 
those who may desire to ‘‘bear”’ the 
price of cotton that the decrease in 
the consumption of fertilizers will be 
extremely marked, and must neces- 
sarily decrease the production of cot- 
ton, independent of a decrease in 
acreage. That there will be a de- 
crease in the acreage of cotton seems 
to be clear, owing to the extremely 
conservative way in which all mer- 
chants throughout the entire South 
must necessarily conduct their busi- 
ness during the present year, thus re. 
ducing to a large extent the aid they 
have been in the habit of extending 
to the farmers, and hence restricting 
them in their acreage. 

Before closing I would mention that 
all indications point to much less 
shipments duriug March and April of 
this year, as compared with March 
and April of 1891, and as numbers of 
the Eastern manufacturers have re- 
duced their shipments to the South 
very largely, as compared with last 
year, and as some have absolutely de- 
clined to offer a ton of goods it 
would appear that when the season is 
ended and statistics are carefully 
compiled there will be a decrease in 
the consumption of fertilizers shown 
of about 40 or 50 per cent. throughout 
the South.

Opium Essay. 
BY D. B. DOTT, D. J. ©. 


Of the many methods for assaying 
opium which have been published in 
recent years, probably that which has 
been received with most favor is the 
process described by Teschemacher 
and Smith. Like most other pro- 
cesses which are all known by aspecial 
name, it is not to be regarded as 
strictly speaking the invention of a 
particular man, but rather as a piec- 
lng together and combining of the 
best features in several older pro 
cesses. In outline, the method con- 
sists in exhausting the opium with 
Water, concentrating to a small bulk, 
mixing with spirit,etherand ammonia, 
collecting the precipitated crude mor- 
phia, washing the precipitated crude 
crude morphia, washing the same 
with “morphiated spirit,” morphiated 
Water, and with benzine, then weigh- 
ing and titrating with standard oad.

soluble? Obviously, this is an essen- 
tial condition of accuracy, where a 
saturated solution is used in the 
manner described. Now we know 
that morphine in an amorphous or 
artially amorphous state, as it is 
requently when precipitated from an 
impure solution,is much more soluble 
than when in the pure crystalline 
state. There is, besides, a general 
belief, which I think is quite correct, 
that the presence of other alkaloids 
and soluble resins and coloring mat- 
ters increases the solubility of the 
morphine, or. indeed, any alkaloid 
under similar circumstances. Messrs. 
Teschemacher and Smith state, that 
in their process the morphine separ- 
ates in arenaceous crystals. My ex- 
perience is that it frequenily separ- 
ates at least partly in resinoidal lumps 
which gradually become more crystal 
line, but not completely so, whence 
we infer that the precipitate must 
sometimes be, to sume extent, dis- 
solved by the morphiated spirit. 
There is another matter which oc- 
curred to me asa possible source of 
error in Teschemacher’s process. 


When the morphine finally obtained 
in Teschemacher’s process is inciner- 
ated, an appreciable amount of ash is 
left. This fact would be of little 
moment if the ash results entirely 
from the combustion of neutral salts, 
which wonld not affect titration b 
standard acid. It is, however, well- 
known that meconic acid forms basic 
salts with lime and magnesia, and 
any calcium solution containing ex- 
cess of ammonia will become turbid 
from the formation or carbonate by 
absorption of carbonic acid from the 
air. 
likely source of error. The latter 
should scarcely come into play if the 
precipitation is performed in asmall, 
well-corked flask. In order to inves- 
tigate the point in question, 3°316 
grams of the morphine obtained as 
above described, were treated with a 
large volume of boiling spirit, the 
sulution filtered in a funnelsurround- 
ed by boiling water, and the _ resi- 
due several times washed with hot 
spirit. When dried the residue 
weighed 0°132 grams, which is equiva- 
lent to 3°88 per cent. in the precipi- 
tated morphine. The residue was then 


n 
suspended in hot water and—sul- 


5 
phuric acid added, until the reaction 
was acid to litmus; 0°7 cc. was re- 
quired, indicating ‘0039 grams 
calcium oxide=0'09 per cent. This per- 
centage of CaO is equivalent to 0°97 
per cent. of morphine hydrate—i. e., 
the ordinary precipitated morphine, 
whence it is manifest that no serious 
error can arise from the presence of 
basic salts, the error being on the 
right side, as there can be no doubt 
that the loss of morphine in mother 
liquors must more than balance any 
such error. All the same, it would be 
too much to assume that there are no 
samples of opium in which the error 
arising from basic salts will be con- 
siderable. I have on previous occa- 
sions given due praise to the assay 
process of Teschemacher and Smith, 
and I still think it is the best pub- 
lished process. One of its best 
features is the simple provision that 
the morphine is precipitated from as 
small a volume of liquid as possibie. 
All methods in which a relatively 
large volume of liquid is present, are 
more or less inaccurate, At the same 
time experience shows that the re- 
sults obtained by this process occa- 
sionally show discrepancies and tend 
generally to indicate a little under 
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the truth. Lattribute this principally 
to the washing with morphiated 
spirit, though no doubt there are 
other causes at work. The following 
method of procedure has yielded me 
more concordant and rather higher 
results, and therefore may be use- 
fully brought under your notice. 

Ten grams of the opium in powder 
is exhausted with spirit of .920 specific 
gravity. One or two drops solution 
of ammonium oxalate are added, and 
then ammonia, until the spirit is only 
slightly acid. It 1s then evaporated 
to one-third its original volume, 
allowed to cooi and filtered. The 
filtrate is then concentrated to about 
5 cc., transferred to a small flask, 
4 cc. water and 3 cc. methylated spirit 
being used to wash the capsule. 2.2 cc. 
solution of ammonia (.960 specific 
gravity) are then introduced, 25 cc. of 
ether being introduced at same time. 
The flask is pow closed with a well- 
fitting cork, and shaken so as to mix 
the contents. After18 hours the ether 
is decanted as st as possible, 
the precipitate collected on counter- 
poised filters, and washed with 
morphiated water. It is then dried, 
washed with benzene, dried and

weighed, and finally titrated with —

sulphuric acid, 1 ce. of the acid=.0303 
grams morphine hydrate. Although 
it is not essential it is preferable to 
weigh the morphine before titrating, 
as an idea is thereby given of the 
amount of acid which will be required. 
This process is only to be recom 
mended when the morphine is to be 
titrated. If reliauce is to be placed 
on the gravimetre result, preference 
must be given to the method of 
Teschemacher and Smith.

The Phosphates of Algeria and Tunis, 


It is significant of the interest being 
taken in the deposits of phosphates 
of lime, that a great part of the Bul- 
letin de la Societe Geologique de France 
should be given to a description of 
the phosphates of Algeria and Tunis 
by M. Philippe Thomas, and that at 
the same time in the quarterly Jour- 
nol of the Geological Society of Eng- 
land should be a paper on the phos- 

hatic chalk at Taplow by Mr. A. 

trahan. 

These deposits recently found in 
Tunis and Algeria bid fair to rival 
those of Florida, and though they are 
both primarily eocene deposits, they 
differ considerably in geological con- 
ditions; both, however, seem to be 
derived from the leacbing of a phos- 
phatic limestone. The new beds de- 
scribed by M. Thomas, resemble very 
closely the deposits of Ciply in Belgi- 
um and Taplow in England, except 
that they seem far more extensive. 
They are found on the hauts plateau 
of Tunis, and are distant about 20 kil- 
ometers from a seaport. A portion of 
them has been exhaustively examined 
by competent engineers. There are 
other tracts discovered but not yet 
thoroughly examined. 

The phosphate occurs in well-de- 
fined strata, overlaid and underlaid 
by a more or less crystalline lime- 
stone, all tilted at an acute angle, so 
that the outcrop is distinct and read- 
ily traced, examined, and worked. 
Thisoutcrop has been carefully ex- 
amined and measured for a distance 
of 30 kilometers, though traced for 

about 60 kilometers. The beds in 
which the belts of phosphatic chalk 
occur have a thickness of from 30 to 
50 meters. The richest bed had a 
mean width of 10 meters, and will 





average 50 per cent. of phosphate of 
lime. This, by washing, can readil 

be increased to 60 or 65 per cent.trical- 
cic phosphate, and there isan abund- 
ant and constant supply of water. 
These phosphates contain less than 1 
per cent. of iron and alumina and 
very little silica. The engineers sent 
by the French Geological Survey es- 
timate that there are at least 10,000,- 
000 tons of 60 per cent. phosphate in 
sight, and it is presumed that, as the 
strata are tilted, the deposit will con- 
tinue in depth, but they have only 
estimated what can be extracted with- 
out machinery. A railway is pro- 
—- to reach the beds. Concessions 
or mining them have already been 
secured from the Government by a 
French syndicate, and it is expected 
that very shortly active development 
will begin, and these phosphates 
placed on the market. Native un- 
skilled labor is abundant and cheap. 

MM. Tissot and Mercier, who have 
also examined these beds, phophesy 
that Tunis, which in the time of the 
Romans was known as the granary of 
the world, but which is now sterile, 
will regain its old fertility, as it is 
phosphate which has been lacking. 

A great number of fossils were 
found and determined in the phos- 
phate beds, and there is a large 
amount (8 per cent.) of organic matter 
present in composition. The phos- 
phate is of a greyish to yellowish col- 
or, with brownish pebbles, and seems 
to be physically identical with 
the deposits at ‘'aplow and Cip- 
ly; there is the same matrix of 
phosphatic chalk, with fish coprolites 
and broken fragments of bone and 
teeth, fish scales, &c. The occur- 
rence is also noted of a number of 
*pebbles’’ of a phosphatic chalk, 
covered with a crust of dark-colored, 
resinous phosphate, which seems 
identical with some varieties of Flor- 
ida ‘‘pebble.’’ 

The discovery is very aioreee 
and this section will ee provide 
at no very distant date vast quanti- 
ties of phosphate, and may prove a 
formidable rival to South Carolina 
and Florida.

Active life on a sponging vesse] be 
gins about 3 a. M. in fine wether, Pwo 
men work in each boat. and while on 
sails it the ‘‘hooker’’ lies on hig chest 
near the bow and closely seans the 
depths below through his water glass 
This apparatus consists of an ordj. 
nary wooden pail with a piece of glags 
in the bottom. It is kept as deep] 
buried in the water as the “hooker” 
can keep it with one hand without 
putting its rim under. 

The sea being usually clear the 
man can descry sponges fifty feet be. 
low him, and, if he is experienced 
can distinguish the various species at 
a glance, each having some pe- 
culiarity of eye or form to mark it 
from its congeners. 

On noticing a valuable sponge the 
“hooker” signals or calls to the 
“sculler” to stop the boat, then takeg 
hold of the long, iron-pronged pole 
which lies in ‘‘chocks’’ beside him 
lifts it over his shoulder with the 
right hand and sinks it to where the 
marine growth he desires is fastened, 
If the prongs get under the sponge 
the “‘hooker’’ gives his wrist a pe- 
culiar inward and upward turn which 
may loosen the buneh immediately, 
or he may have to work at it a long 
time before bringing it to the surface, 

Much of his success depends on the 
experience and dexterity of the “gcul- 
ler,’ for unless the latter can get the 
boat into the best position for effect- 
ive work the “‘hooker’’ may waste 
much of his time and strength ona 
refractory spunge or be forced to 
leave it below. 

The poles used for gathering 
sponges vary from eighteen to forty- 
four feet in length, and, while pliable 
and well balanced, are difficult to 
handle in tideways aud deep water, 
They are generally placed in “chocks” 
lengthwise the boat, about five feet 
of them beinz in front of the “hook- 
ers.’ These men must, therefore, 
lift the remainder over their shoulders 
by main strength, raise the further 
end almost perpendicularly in the air, 
and send the hooked end down to the 
sponges as promptly and directly as 
they can. 

When the men ure working in water 
varying from six to eight fathoms, 
the *‘scullers’”’ generally aid the “‘hook- 
ers’ in getting the poles into the 
water by lifting the rear ends as high 
as possible until the men in front can 
push them down far enough to con- 
trol their movements. 

The long poles are “leaded” at the 
prongs to facilitate their descent and 
to hold them steady in the water. It 
requires unusual strength to handle 
these grapplers promptly, and few 
“hookers” could do it without the 
help of the “‘scullers.” It would 
nevertheless be an insult to a “hook- 
er’ to have a “‘sculler’’ attempt to aid 
him with any pole less than thirty 
two feet in length, or to offer his ser- 
vices in pulling an obstinate sponge 
from its bed. Each grade has certain 
ideas about its dignity and the cour- 
tesies due it, which the other must 
respect if its pretensions would be 
recognized in return, Fora “sculler 
to attempt to assist a ‘hooker with 
anv pole less than thirty-two feet in 
length is a gross violation of these 
courtesies al not to attempt it with 
one over that length is also a viola 
tion of the sponger’s unwritten code 
of ethics. ‘ 

When a sponge is torn from its 
home and friends it is placed in its 
natural position in the boat to allow 
the blackish fluid, cailed “gurry, 
flow away, and to prevent the bune 
from being injured in shape and tex 
ture, for shape has much to do wl 
its sale, the roundest aud most even 
bringing the highest prices. 

Spongers usually work with the 
tides, and take every advantage the 
can of currents and shoals. Eae 
crew may work a whole day without 
getting more than a few bunohes; 
then again they may fill the boat os 
comparatively short time with oa 
best species known in the trade,

The assortment of provisions ona 
“sponger”’ is even better than that of 
the New England ‘‘mackerelman,”’’ 
and this is said to be superior to that 
of the offcers’ mess aboard a German 
or Italian man-of-war. 


The “‘sculler’”’ only uses one hand 
at a time, and can rest jthat at inter- 
vals, but the “hooker”? can have no 
change except to transform one form 
of arduous labor from his chest to his 
arm, and as that isdone by the same 
set of muscles he is often so weary at 
the close of the day that hecan neither 
sleep, eat or think calmly about any 
matter. The constant leaning wit 
his chest on the gunwale of the boat 
while searching for sponges through 
the water-glass produces blood “‘boils”’ 
which often burst while he is tugging 
at a refractory bunch. and the steady 
use of his right arm in handling a 
heavy pole causes the veins on his 
biceps and neck to swell and become 
so sore that he cannot bear to be 
touched. 


The spongers work as long as it is 
light enough to enable them to see 
the growths on the bottom. 


Their life may be arduous, but it 
has many compensations, not the 
least of which are good food, comfort- 
able quarters and the prospects of 
high pay if the season is at all favor- 
able. he vessels engaged in the 
sponge gathering in Florida work 
over three separate long stretches 
close to the western and southwestern 
coasts of the State. The most northern 
grounds extend from Cedar to Apala- 
chee Bay ; the second from Cedar Key 
toAnclote,and the third from Biscayne 
Bay to Key West. 


The best grounds range from five 
to fifteen miles from the mainland, 
and have a depth of water varying 
from two to seven fathoms. his 
pronimity of the grounds to harbors 
of refuge makes sponging compara- 
tively safe, even in the stormiest 
weather.

While the storms which have pre- 
vailed of late throughout the country 
has to a more or less extent interupt- 
ed business,principally for spot goods, 
the demand for forward shipments 
has been unusually good.

Car- 
bonated soda ash and alkali have both 
been in good request, but the uncer- 
tainty of ocean reights for the future 
interferes very much in making these 
contracts extending over such a long 
period. Bleach is dull for spot 
though rather better for forward. 
Chlorate of soda is tending upwards, 
The otber light chemicals show few 
changes as noted below. Inspeaking 
of the Liverpool market under date of 
March 9, Messrs. J. P. Brunner & Co. 
say: “The threatened strike in the coal 
trade has had no effect on our market 
for heavy chemicals, the demand for 
which continues very slack. The 
general impression is that the coal 
strike will be of short duration and is 
not likely to cause much trouble to 
manufacturers, and this probably ac- 
counts for the dulness of the market. 
At the close of last week the directors 
of the Alkali Co. announced their in- 
tention to declare a dividend on 
the ordinary shares at tho rate 
of five per cent. per annum, 
placing £200,000 to the reserve fund. 
Although this dividend was about the 
figure expected by members of the 
chemical trade, it seems to be disap-

The general method adopted by H. 
Marshall for preparing persulphates 
consisted in the electrolysis of the acid 
sulphates in an apparatus in which 
the cathode was represented by a 
stout platinum wire contained in a 

orous cell placed in a platinum 
oasin, which was made the anode and 
was kept cool by immersion in a ves- 
sel through which water was allowed 
to circulate. 

Potasssium Persulphate, KSO,— 
The salt prepared by the electrolysis 
of potassium hydrogen sulphate 
forms colorless crystals, usually 
tabular, but sometimes assuming the 
shape of long prisms; their exact 

eometrical character has not yet 

een determined. 100 parts of water 
at 0° C. dissolve 1°77 parts of the salt; 
the solution decomposes slowly with 
formation of potassium hydrogen 
sulphate and liberation of oxygen,but 
even in contact with a zinc-copper 
couple the completion of decompo- 


sition is slow. Potassium er- 
sulphate is more insoluble than 
the corresponding salt of an 


other metal, and the precipitates it 
yields with metallic solutions are 
therefore not persulphates, but result 
from the formation of decomposition 
products. It is a powerful oxidant, 
precipitating lead, silver and copper, 
as peroxides, and behaving similarly 
with salts of manganese, cobalt and 
nickel in the presence of an alkali. It 
liberates iodine from potassium 
iodide, bleaches organic colering 
matters such as litmus and tumeric, 
and oxidises potassium ferrocyanide 
to ferricyanide, and causes paper 
and cloth to become rotten after 
having been dipped in its aqueous 
solution. Aqueous alcohol is oxidized 
by it to aldehyde, but absolute alco- 
hol is not attacked,the persulphate be- 
ing insoluble in that liquid. Pure 
potassium persulphate is odorless, 
but after having been kept for some 
time a peculiar smell is noticeable on 
opening the bottle containing it; in

Business in nearly all lines con- 
tinues very quiet. Buyers cannot be 
persuaded to take more than they 
need for current use. There are indi- 
cations that the dye-houses_ will run 
more on dark colors than they have 
been doing of late, but at the same 
time the demand for finished goods 
still runs largely to light colors. 
There have been very few changes in 
quotations during the week. As a 
rule prices are steady, even the lack 
of important demand failing to shake 
holders in their determination to ob- 
tain full prices. 

Aniline Colors.—Importers and deal- 
ers report a moderate demand, sales 
being almost entirely of small 
quantities to supply present con- 
sumptive wants. There is no 
change in prices and the mar- 
ket may be called steady. There 
is nothing new to be reported regard- 
ing aniline oil or salt. There is a 
moderate demand, which is supplied 
at former quotations. For the salt, 
154%@18e, as to qantity, quaiity and 
seller is quoted, while for oil the quo- 
tations range from 18%@20c. 

Alizarine.—The market is quiet, 
sales being confined exclusively to 
small lots to supply the present needs 
of consumption. The market is steady 
and prices are unchanged at 16@19¢,as 
to quantity and quality. 

Albumen.—Trading is ona moderate 
scale, the sales reported being chiefly 
Prices are un- 
changed. 

Cuich.—The spot market is some- 
what firmer owing to the adsorption 
of supplies by a steady and somewhat 
enlarged demand from consumers. On 
the spot 644c now seems to be an in- 
side price for Diamond 8. M., though 
for H. T., which is in comparatively 
large supply a shade less might 
be accepted. During the week 
there have been sales, on the 
spot, of about 1,000 bales, principally 
S. M., at 6@6%c. For March—May 
shipment, about 2,500 bales have 
been sold since vur last at 5c and 5@ 
54c is now demanded. Buyers are 
uawilling to go on at these tigures, 
the limits of their bids having been 
placed at 4%@4%e, but sellers ire ob- 
durate, and consequently business in 
futures has been at a standstill for 
the past few days. The Callirrhoe, 
the bulk of whose stock consists of 
H. T., has not yet begun to discharge. 
A considerable part of the stock sne 
brought was sold previous tw arrival. 

Dyewovds.—The manufacturers of 
extracts finding an increased demand 
for their product are beginning to 
look about for fresh supplies of stick- 
wood. Since we last wrote there have 
been sales of 400 tons Gonrives, to ar- 
rive at $30, 300 tonsSt. Mare to arrive 
at $30 and a cargo of Gonaives, 23)) 
tons, from dock, at the same priceg 
‘rhere is now very little stock offering 
on the spot or to arrive and the ten- 
dency seems to be in the direction of 
higher prices. The trade is discuss- 
ing the probable effect of the action 
of Hayti in declining to avail itself of 
the benefits of the reciprocity clause 
in the UnitedStates tariff law. Under 
the terms of the proclamation re- 
cently issued by President Harrison, 
Haytian coffee is practically barred 
out of this market, and the natural 
supposition is that the Haytians will 
turn to their next greatest article of 
export to this country, logwood, for 
revenue, with the result that ship- 
ments to this country will be greatly 
increased and prices, in consequence, 
suffer a considerable decline.
